help her and she can look im- 
maculately and tastefully 
groomed. Her harsher features 
can be softened until they are 
not conspicuous and her nice or 
so-so features can become really 
Striking. 

Manufacturers of cosmetics 
are studying the needs of wo- 
men and are making powders 
that actually blend with the skin 
tones, rouges and lip pastes that 
give color and sparkle to dull 
skins without being at all obvi- 
ous, creams, lotions and precious 
unguents that are intended to 
correct all types of skin faults 
and help you find real beauty. 

Your only responsibility is 
learning how to use them. Learn 
to select the right cosmetics for 
your skin first. Although the use 
of cosmetics is one of the most 
ancient arts, our grandmothers 
hau only “paint” and cheap pink 
or white chalk to improve their 
natural books. You have literally 
hundrds of kinds and colors of 
powders and rouge and lipsticks 
from which to choose. When you 
find the right cosmetics, learn 
how to apply them. 

The importance of this point 
is impressed upon me every time 
I meet a woman whose glaring 
red, artificial-looking mouth 
proclams her an amateur where 
cosmetics are concerned. Since 
lips are about the worst offend- 
ers, I’d like to give you a few 
hints on applying lip color. First 
of all. if your complexion tends 
to be florid, do not choose a vivid 
red or orange lipstick—it will 
only make you look more like a 
boiled lobster. Select a dark red 
lipstick with perhaps just the 
vaguest hmt of purple in its 
tones. Whatever your coloring, 
do not get a lipstick that is too 
vivid. 

There are three ways of ap- 
plying lipstick so that it will ap- 
pear natural and not too heavy. 
Try each one and see which 
makes your mouth more shapely 
and naturally colored. First 
touch the rouge lightly to your 
lips, and then using one finger, 
blend the paste evenly over your 
lips, kceping within the outer 
margin of your natural lips, but 
carrying the color inside just 
enough so there will not be a 
dark line where your lips meet. 
Study the appearance of your 
lips and then remove the color 
with cleansing cream and tissues 
and try this method: 

Apply lip rouge only to your 
upper lip, then bite your lips to- 
gether so that some of the color 
is transferred from your upper 
to your lower lip. Smoothe the 
color if necessary. If your mouth 
is well shaped, you may like this 
method of applying lip color. If 
it is not entirely satisfactory try 
a third method. 

Apply the color liberally to 
both the upper ana the lower 
lip, keeping the paste well within 
the natural lines, and then use a 
soft tissue ahd press your lips on 
it to remove the excess color. 
Your lips will be evenly colored 
and show a smooth finish. I like 
this method, but my lips being 
naturally dry, I usually smoothe 
@ little softening cream or lip 
pomade into my lips after the 
bade The extra oil will pre- 
vent the lips from feeling dry 
and requiring frequent moisten- 
ing. ‘

Orange Sauce 

Mix togetherdhree tablespoons 
of cake flour, one-half cup 
Sugar and a dash of salt. Add 
three-fourths of a cup of boiling 
water and cook until thickened, 
Stirring constantly. Paur a little 
over a Slightly beaten egg yolk 
and beat vigorously, then return 
‘te the rest of the mixture and 
cook for a minute Add one 
tablespoon butter, one-half cup 
orange juice, two tablespoons 
lemon juice, three-fourths tea- 
spoon greted orange rind and 
one-fourth teaspoon grated lem- 
on rind. Serve hot or cold. Gar- 
nish the waffles with sections of 
orange. 

Vegetable Pancakes 

Having your vegetables inter- 
estingly combined and served in 
the form of a pancake is a 
luncheon idea that is a bit un- 
usual. The children will be de- 
lighted. Put one-half onion. two 
raw potatoes. two parboiled car- 
rots, two cups of raw spinach 
and one-fourth of a head of let- 
tuce through the fine cutter of 
the food chopper. Add two wel! 
beaten eggs and one cup of flour 
sifted with one teaspoon baking 
powder and one and one-haif 
teaspoons of salt. Mix thorough- 
ly and fry on a greased griddle 
as you would pancakes. Spread 
with butter and serve with lemon 
f¥ice.

Not so long ago the one hun- 
d:edth anniversary of the death 
of the inventor of photography 
was observed in France. He was 
Nicephore Niepce, born in 1765 
at Chalon.

Niepce experimented with fixed 
images from 1816 to 1827 at

prcduction of pictures by the ac- 
tion of light upon asphalt. He

Pacis or Altar of Peace, archi- 
‘ectural prize ef ancient Rome, 
the erection of which the Senate 
voted in 13 B.C. folicwing the 
Esnperor’s triumphal return frem 
ite Campaigns in Germany and 
Gaul, has been decided upon by 
the Italian Government, 

The altar was erected in the 
Campus Martius and represent- 


ed one of the most exquisite 
works of the Golden Age of 
Augustus. Centurics of abanden- 


ment dispersed frayments of the 
monument as far as Florence 
end Paris. The original bulk is 
still in Rome, however, but un- 
fortunately is about twenty feet 
underground and covered over 
by a modern building, 


Excavation of this ancient 
monument was vainly. advocated 
for many years. In 1568 and 1859 
the Ara Pacie was explored or 
rather despoiled and it is now 
feared that the portions that 
could not be removed must have 
heen seriously damaged by the 
excavators. 

In 1903 the site was again ex- 
plored and for the first time the 
Cnermous difficulties of remoy- 
ing and reconstructing the mon- 
ument elsewhere were apparent, 
It was then ascertained that the 
surviving remains of the Altar 
Served in part as a support for 
the foundations of two houses. 
Besides, the ruins beneath these 
centrally located buildings are 
continuously bathed in what is 
known as “dispersed water” or 
underground rivulets. 

Originally, the Altar of Peace 
Was erected Over a _ platform 
built of huge blocks of tufa rock 
form was enclosed by a wall 
made of marble slabs with bas- 
reliefs on each side and divided 
by a frieze with two panels. The 
lewer panel was decorated with 
fcliage and the figures of flying 
birds while the higher one re- 
produced’ the famous imperial 
cortege which can be seen in the 
fragments already recovered. 
The marble enclosure was al- 
most Square, through which a 
door was opened in front leaqd- 
ing ‘to the altar which stood 
within.a sort af chapel. Some of 
the original marble belonging to 
the altar itself is still under- 
ground. ;
